some parts of Massachusetts were shaken by 
an earthquake. 

These violent demonstrations of nature show 
that some extraordinary action is taking place 
among the elements, which may work a great 
change in the material world. Earthquakes 
and volcanoes have in ages past swallowed up 
cities and depopulated countries. The whole 
interior of the earth 6liows that convulsions 
have occurred which have changed the whole 
appearance of its surface. Waters flow where 
mountains rose, and dry land appears where 
once the waves of the ocean dashed their 
foam. Some of the most destructive earth¬ 
quakes have occurred on this continent. Cape 
Haytien, in St. Domingo, was totally, de¬ 
stroyed by an earthquake in 1842. Ten thou¬ 
sand persons perished by the catastrophe.— 
Other towns on the island were tumbled down, 
and in all about 20,000 persons lost their lives. 
The shock was felt in many of our Southern 
States. In 1822, a terrible earthquake shook 
down 40,000 houses in the city of Alleppo 
and destroyed nearly 30,000 lives. Port 
Royal, in Jamaica, was destroyed by an earth¬ 
quake in 1692. It lasted but two minutes, 
when the earth opened and the city sank into 
a gulf forty fathoms in depth. Among other 
cities destroyed by earthquakes may be men¬ 
tioned Catania, Lisbon and Antioch, whose de¬ 
struction caused the loss of more than 120,- 
000 lives. A writer, in speaking of the earth¬ 
quake w hich destroyed Catania, and greatly 
damaged more than fifty other cities, says :— 

«• All at once the sea began to roar ; Mount 
Etna to send forth immense spires of flame; 
and immediately a shock ensued, as if all the 
artillery in the world had been discharged. 
The birds flew about astonished ; the sun was 
darkened; the beasts run howling from the 
hills; a dark cloud of dust covered the air, 
and, though the shock did not last but three 
minutes, yet 19,000 of the inhabitants of the 
city perished in the ruins.” 

Mount Vesuvius, which is now roaring and 
.shaking the earth for miles around, has been a 
destructive volcano. In the year 79 it buried 
the cities of Pompeii and Herculaneum in ash¬ 
es and lava, and the place of their location 
was not discovered for 1600 years. Its erup¬ 
tions have taken place nearly fifty times since, 
yet never has it proved so destructive. In 
South America and in some of the islands of 
the Pacific volcanoes have been very destruc¬ 
tive. The volcano near Quito at one time de¬ 
stroyed 35,000 lives. In 1772, forty villages 
in the island of Java, with many thousand 
lives, were destroyed by an eruption, and in 
the same island in 1822, eighty-eight villages 
were destroyed, together with 2000 lives. An 
eruption in the island of Tomboro in 1815 
was felt a thousand miles distant, and dark¬ 
ness was produced by the ashes nearly four 
hundred miles away. 

The destructive power of the elements, as 
exhibited within the past few months, does 
not equal in extent what has been witnessed 
in ages that have passed. These demonstra¬ 
tions seem to be periodical, sometimes terribly 
destructive, at other times only exciting fear. 
Whether the late exhibition ol the forces of 
nature are to be followed by more alarming 
and dreadful emotions, time alone c,nn deter¬ 
mine. _.

Now lhat the skating season has commenced 
a few remarks to the devotees of this fascina¬ 
ting w inter pleasure may not be out of place. 
Skating in itself, when indulged in moderate¬ 
ly, is not injurious, but, on the contrary, ex- 
liiieialing and highly beneficial ; but, unfor¬ 
tunately, its fascinations are so great, lhat 
many carry tt to excess ; hence the injurious 
results we see arising from it.

It is said th.it some eighty years past, a 
. young husband, living in Olci Newbury, wish- 
mg to impress upnn the mind of his newly 
made bride, a lesson of concert of action,

Strange Fortunes of a Female Soldier. 

Shaw, east of ^ The extraordinary adventures of Chris- 
Auctionecr, tian Davies, who. was for a considerable 
I time exposed to all the dangers and hard¬ 
ships incident to a military fife, while

army, present instances of female courngc, 
resolution and intrepidity so truly surpris¬ 
ing, that I propose to trace them. 

Christian Davies was born in Dublin, in 
1667. Her father was a brewer, and em¬ 
ployed a considerable number of hands in 
that business, and likewise owned a farm, 
which lie left to the management of his 
wifo. He spared no expense in the educa¬ 
tion of our heroine, whose home was with 
her mother. She had a preference for the 
country, which proceeded rather from in¬ 
clination than duty, as she could there in¬ 
dulge her love of masculine occupations; 
for she was never more delighted than 
when following the plow, or handling'a 
rake, flail or pitchfork, in the use of which 
she showed as much strength and dexteri¬ 
ty as any of the uien.

When James II had abdicated the Eng¬ 
lish throne and applied for assistance to 
his Irish subjects, the father of our hero¬ 
ine, though a Protestant, embraced his 
cause with such ardor, that with the sale 
of his standing crops and the money' he 
had before in his possession, lie raised a 
troop of horse in favor of the unfortunate 
monarch. It was not more than a year 
afterward that he received a mortal wound 
at the battle of Aghrim, in which General 
Ginkle obtained a complete victory over 
the forces of King James, and all Mr. Da¬ 
vies’ effects were seized and confiscated by 
the government. 

Our heroine had now attained the age of 
womanhood, and attracted the notice of 
her mother's first cousin,.-! collegian, named 
Howell. He rewarded her affection with 
the blackest ingratitude, and brought her 
to shame, and left her in scorn to lament 
her over credulity and folly.

he was insane with liquor, they urged upon 
hitn ; he deviated From the path of recti¬ 
tude.

Another impeachment project has found 
its end.

The 
Radical minority, has been watching its chance 
for bringing the corpse to life again ; and 
when Mr. Stevens had the subject sent to his 
Committee, it was confidently predicted that 
we should now have the President impeached 
and deposed from office.
